FINE HIGHWAY 
THROUGH PASS 


GREAT CONTIBNENTAR ROAD THO 
THAVENUSK CKhOWS NesT DISTRIGT 


IS STARTED BY B.C, 


British Columbia Now Actively At Work 
and will finish Roadte Alberta Line 
Next Yenar--- Will Fores Hand of 
Alberta Government. 


One continous line of excellent 
roadway from Vancouver, through 
Kast Kootenay and over the Rockies 
by the Crow’s Nest Pass, wil] be an 
actual, fact before long, says the 
Victoria Post. Hon. Thomas Taylor, 
minister of public works, who re 
turned from an extensive tour of the 
interior by way of Seattle this morn 
ing, announced that he was confi- 
dent, after investigation, and asa re- 
sult of the reports he has received 
from survey parties that have beca 
at work for some months, that the 
project, seemingly colossal, can be 
easily accomplisbed. Already he 
has taken the initial steps towards 
the end .and be expected that the 
government would be able to declare 
the Pacific coast in direct communi- 
cation with the middle west by wagon 
road in the not distant future. 

‘““Whea I inspected closely the 
map of British Columbia some six 
months ago, with this idea in mind,” 
the minister said, conversing with a 
representative of the Post, ‘‘it struck 
me that I was’nt entertaining an im- 
practicable scheme. The network of 
roads spreading throughout the pro- 
vineia! distriets from the lower main- 


to me 
dup, as it so tbat there 
would be formed one cum and 
altogether admirable route, from the 
west to the eastern borders over into 
the prairies. And so I taid my 
plans to find out, and I bauve proved 
that it can be done, at nogreat ex 
pense, and, of course, with incalcul- 
able resulting benelit to settlers and 
the public at large.” 

Next year, Hon. Mr. Taylor says, 
the first link in this great trauscon 
tinental road—for it will be transcon- 
tinental inasmuch as it is possible to 
travel, once Alberta is reached, to the 
uttermost extremity of Nova Scotia— 
will be finished. The part he re 
ferred to was that *from the town of 
Creston, set on the Kootenay lake, in 
the centre of a section of East 
Kootenay, that bears an Internation- 
al reputation for the excellency 
the fruit it produces, over the moun- 
tains into the adjoining province. 
Workmen, he said. were engaged iv 
connecting up the different roads, aud 
they would be through some time in 
1910 without doubt. Meanwhile the 
problem of mining through the neces- 
sary connections io the lower country 
would be under consideration, and 
he was confident, satisfactorily soly- 
be | ed.
